SUBJlSCT ; Entitlement of Dependents to ter Dieai 


1 . Ixx a recent telephone conversation you inquired es to the 
entitlement of dependents to drew par dies in lieu of subsistence 
when in a travel status incident to the Eovwaeat of m employee of 
this Agency. Specifically, you washed to know the extent of this 
entitlement when the employee is transferred, between two duty 
stations (a) both of which are within the continental United states, 
its territories or possessions, or (b) when one or both are in 
foreign areas. 


3 . Where the employee is transferred between two steti botli 
of which are within the United Btatee, its territories or possession , 
the entitlement of the dependent to retoburseaent for travel and/or 
transportation expenses is to be nought in the complementary 
Administrative Expense Act of I 9 A 0 (P.L. 000, 79th Congrecs) , an 
amended, and regulatory issuances thereuiKh±r . Of these, the most 
recent is Executive Order 1019b, 22 December 1930, which provides, 
in Section 3: "The transportation of the immediate family of an 
employee shall be subject to those provisions of the Standardized 
gover nmen t Travel Regulations which relate to transportation .... 
Although other regulatory provisions, have been changed from time to 
time, the above-quoted phrasing has been unvarying for a considerable 
period, and it was construed in 2> Comp . Gen. 266, 7 September 19^3, 
as not authorizing the payment of per diem to dependents; aceomponyin, 
an employee upon trant for . In reaching his decision that such was 
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the purport of the regulatory language, the Coeqatroller General eited 
on earlier opinion of his office, 21 Coanp. Gen. 333# October 19^1, 
which states i "ffce term •travel expenses * ordinarily consists of two 
classes of expense. Hhe first embraces expenses for transportation 
and Idle other embraces expanses of subsistence 1' 


5. It is, therefore, the opinion of this Office that when 
dependents are in a travel statu® incident to the travel of an 
employee assigned to a permanent -duty station outside the continental 
United States, its territories or possessions (including transfer to 
or from such station) per diem in lieu of stsfoaistence may properly b« 
paid to dependents, but that when the employee is transferred betveex 
two stations within such area, dependents are not entitled to per 
diem. 
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
